Fight for Thaw’s Return, 

ALBANY, N. Y., Aug. 23.—William 
Travers Jerome, appointed a _ special 
deputy Attorney-General to look after 
the Thaw extradition case, has been 
instructed to proceed at once to Canada 
in this connection. He will reach Sher- 
vrooke tomorrow. This announcement 
came this morning from the office of 
the Attorney-General. 

It caused considerable comment for 
the reason that when the anncuncement 
Was made yesterday of Jerome’s ap- 
pointment as deputy it was indicated 
specifically that his particular duties 
would be in the line of inducing the 
Government of whatever state to which 
Thaw might be deported to turn him 
over to the New York authorities. At 
that time the Attorney-General seemed 
lo be sure that Thaw would be returned 
to Vermont immediately after the dis- 
posa! of the habeas corpus proceedings 
set for next Wednesday.

Verdict by Coroner's Jury After 
Passengers and Crew Tell of 
New Revolver.

ing, was found dead with a bullet wound 
in his temple on a Frisco accommoda- 
tion train near Valley Park, late Friday 
afternoon. 

Lucas’ hat and his revolver tater were 
found beside the railroad track half a 
mile east of the point where the shoot- 
ing was discovered. , 

A Coroner’s jury at Valley Park re- 
turned a verdict that Lucas accidental- 
ly shot himself. This conclusion was 
based on the testimony of passengers 
and members of the crew that he had 
been seen examining a new revolver. 

Proud of New Weapon. 

Lucas had a home at S50 Halliday 
avenue, but with his wife and 8-year-old 
daughter, Dorothy, he had been living 
at the Valley Park Hotel for the sum- 
mer. 

He boarded the accommodation train 
at Union Station about 4 p. m., carrying 
a basket containing clothing for his lit- 
tle girl. Members of the crew say he 
laughed and joked with them while 
waiting for the train to start. 

Lucas took from his pocket a new 
revolver ‘and showed it to Conductor 
Thomas Wallace, telling him he had 
bought it to shoot frogs in the Mera- 
mec River. He explained the workings 
of the weapon to Wallace and seemed 
proud of it. 

Later Wallace saw Laicas showing the 
revolver to passengers in the rear coach 
and exhibiting special ammunition 
which he had bought for It. 

Wants to Question Two Men, 

When the train was half a mile east 
of Valley Park, Conductor’ Wallace 
found Lucas dead in the right hand 
front seat of the rear coach. A bullet 
had entered his right temple and ranged 
upward, lodging in the celling of the 
car. 

Friends of Lucas who testified at the 
inquest said that so far as they knew 
he had no business troubles. He was 
noted for jollity and good nature. 

Coroner Bopp told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter Saturday that, although the in- 
quest had been closed, he would like to 
question two passengers who had been 
seen talking to Lucas a short time be- 
fore the shooting and who did not ap- 
pear at the inquest. The Coroner said 
he was puzzled by the size of the wound 
in Lucas’ temple and the absence of 
powder burns, indicating that the weap 
on was not fired at very close range.

The 
railroads argued that their credit was greatly 
impaired in foreign markets where they should 
be able to obtain money on account of the lower 
rates of interest in England and on the Continent. 
The Commission met this point and answered the 
question as formulated by itself in these words: 

As to conditions abroad no reliable infor- 
mation is before us. Whatever unfavorable 
impression prevails is due largely to the 
activities of the roads themselves. Never be- 
fore have the net earnings of the railroads of 
the United States equaled these for the year 
1910, estimated on any basis. Never before 
has the gross amount paid in dividends been 
as large as in the year 1910; and yet in the 
face of this unparalleled prosperity the press 
both at home and abroad has been filled 
through railroad influences, with dire fore- 
bodings of coming disaster. If railroad credit 
is still sound either at home or abroad it is 
not because of, but in spite of the declar- 
ations of railroad operators. 

While we have no knowledge, as already sug- 
gested, of conditions abroad, we have the im- 
pression that the trouble with American rail- 
way securities in foreign countries have been 
in the past, and may be today, not too much 
Government regulation but rather the want 
of it. Practices like those which have dis- 
gusted the foreign investor, with American 
railway stocks and bonds in many instances 
would have been impossible under proper 
Governmental supervision. 

_The Post-Dispatch has already called attention 
to the necessity of regulating railroad finances on 
account of the kind of financing which was illus- 
trated in the case of the Frisco Railroad and the 
consequences to all American securities in Europe. 
This was not caused by any lack of revenue, for 
the Frisco revenue was remarkable, but was 
caused wholly by the manipulation of railroad se- 
curities by high financiers. The Commission 
continues: 

hen the foreign investor understands that 
o dollar of stock or of bonds can be issued 

without the sanction of the Government and 
that every dollar of the proceeds for the sale 
of stock and bonds must be invested in the 
property against which his security stands, 
his confidence in the American railway list 
will be increased rather than diminished. 

How do railroad conditions today compare with 
those of 1910? The recont statement issued by 
the Interstate Commerce Commission from which 
the Post-Dispatch quoted in our first article, giv- 
ing the operating revenues and expenses of steam 
roads in the United States reporting annual reve- 
nues in excess of $1,000,000 for the first three 
months of the fiscal year which ended June 30, 
1913, that is, for the months of July, August and 
September, 1912, shows greatly increased earnings 
over 1910. For these months—July, August and 
September, 1910, the total operating revenues were 
$716,405,452.15. The total operating expenses were 
$469,864,139.02. The net operating revenue was 
$246,543,313.13. The net revenue outside of oper- 
ation was $1,194,467.39. The gross operating in- 
come was $221,756,373.25. 

For July, August and September of 1912 these 
same roads reported total operating revenues of 
$781,980,973.76. The total operating expenses were 
$509,825,203.38. Net operating revenue was $272,- 
155,770.37. The net revenue outside of operations 
was $1,508,506.57. Gross operating income was 
$243,346,128.68. 

While the number of miles operated increased 
from 214,024.11 in 1910 to 220,311.72 in 1912, the 
gross operating income per mile averaged during 
the three months referred to ir 1910 $1036.13, 
whereas for these same months in 1912 the income 
per mile averaged $1104.55. 

This statement shows a substantial increase in 
earnings and dividends since the year which the 
Interstate Commerce Commission said had never 
before been equaled. The advarce asked for in 
1910 and rejected by the Commission affected only 
about 15. per cent of the total freight revenue. It 
would have amounted to $27,000,000. But now the 
railroads are asking for a uniform 5 per cent ad- 
vance on all freight rates in the same territory. 
This would in reality be an enormous additional 
tax on the consumer—‘the man who pays the 
freight.” 

What we need is the regulation of railroad 
financing so that railroad capitalization will be 
When this is done, 
railroad rates will be reduced, not advanced. 
Fortunately, the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion has a clear understanding of the source of 
the influences which caused the Business Men’s 
League and similar organizations and newspapers 
representing special interests instead of the pub- 
lic interest to urge that the people of the United 
States be taxed to make good the enormous 
amount of water in railroad securities.

small zoo where the people who never get 4s far 
as Forest Park could see the animals.” I would 
like to call attention to the disgraceful and in- 
human condition of the animals which have not 
already died from want of proper quarters and 
decent surroundings in Forest Park. 

The city has not spent $500 on the zoo in the 
past year, and the polar and grizzly bears have 
no protection other than a few old boards over 
the top of cages which are much too small for 
one bear. The elk, buffalo and moose have so 
little shade and no water in which to wallow 
that the moose in disgust died last week and one 
of the buffalo is now on the sick list in his 
old quarters. 

The monkeys are protected only by a plece 
of rotten canvas and in case of a storm would 
have no protection whatever. The two moun- 
tain lions, most excellent specimens, are in a 
cage no larger than an ordinary circus wagon 
and like the rest of the animals in this shed are 
all crowded and cramped into small spaces with 
no protection from the wind and weather other 
than the roof. 

The Post-Dispatch has always been the leader 
in. such movements and I appeal to it to use 
its influence in getting the unsightly zoo put 
in proper condition and to co-operate with the 
Zoological Society in helping St. Louis to have 
one of the best zoos in the United States.

Rumania Changes Jewish Policy.— The Ru- 
manian Government, which promised to con- 
fer citizenship on Jews who served in the army 
in the recent campaign against Bulgaria, seems 
bent on restricting its action to the narrowest 
limit. The Roumanian war office has just served 
notice on several thousand Jews that they were 
illegally mustered in and will be sent home. The 
Government’s favor, therefore, if limited to actual 
soldiers, will affect only 15,000 regulars of the 
200,000 Jewish population.” 

Let us raise a mighty protest through our pow- 
erful press!

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IN THE LEAD BELT. 

From the Piedmont (Mo.) Banner. 

In the lead belt strange things are 
happening. There are great mills there 
without a wheel turning. There are 
rich mines from which no wealth issues, 
Through the Water mains of preten- 
tious little cities flow no life-giving 
streams. When night falls the street 
arcs are dark and incandescent bulbs 
Sive forth no glow. in the homes, 

Yet capital is there _ still, 
measurable in millions of 
Whence has flown its virtue? 

This miracle of great wealth suddenly 
becoming lifeless is no miracle at all. 
It simply gives evidence of what all 
men ought,to be able to perceive with- 
out such pitiful demonstration, that 
labor is the god of industry and pro- 
gress; that labor creates all -vealti 
and all capital; that labor being such a 
wonder-worker is entitled to vast con- 
sideration; and that capital, even in :ts 
best aspect, is only one of labor's tools. 
Now, in the lead belt; with labor with- 
drawn, sulking over its wrongs, capital 
stands revealed a thing without life. 

Wages in the lead belt are notorious- 
ly lower than in any other similar mia- 
ing camp in the United States. The 
men’s wages were cut in the panic of 
1907 and have never been restored, al- 
though the price of lead has at times 
reached record figures. They ask for 
50 cents a day increase and recognition 
of the union. 

Lead mining is not only hazardous to 
life and limb, but there is hardly an- 
other industry imposing such an ex- 
treme physical tax upon its fvllowers. 
Oniy powerful men are able to handle 
the heavy ore. 

Yet the poor devils who are striking 
have scant encouragement from the 
general public. People on the outside 
are inclined to condemn the strike be- 
cause it threatens to overthrow busi- 
ness. But the real enemy to stable 
business conditions is not the poor 
miner who strikes for a little more 
bread and meat, even though his strike 
should entail commercial depression; 
but it is the mining companies, which, 
by means of enormous salaries paid to 
their officials and like abuses, absorp 
the earnings of the miners and leave 
only a living wage, if that, for the men 
who do the work.

CHOOSING YOUR 
OCCUPATION 


The ambffious bookkeeper 
may become a high-salaried 
accountant. 


VERY ambitious and industrious 
bookkeeper can better himself 
financially by taking up the work 
of public accountant. While it 

is not necessary absolutely to have 


cases the successful accountant is the 
one who has had success as a book- 
keeper. 

The qualifications for this work are 
extreme arithmetical accuracy, system, 
order, a careful and rapid handling of 
figures, patience and a clear, cool head. 
The habit of sitting long and patiently 
at one’s desk is absolutely {mportant 
in this business. A general familiarity 
with all kinds of business is of great 
value, Of the physical qualifications, 
good eyesight is of paramount impor- 
tance. 

The best way to become a publifo ac- 
countant is to take an evening course in 
this work while holding a bookkeeper’s 
position during the day. Such ae course 
usually takes two years. Many of our 
universities have excellent evening 
classes in public accounting. A thorough 
two years’ course is given by the Young 
Men's’ Christian Association. 

After completing his course of studies 
the accountant can take a position with 
a firm of-public accountants. The post- 
tion pays usually about $35 per week to 
begin with. As one acquires more ex- 
perience and speed and gains confidence 
and reliance, his remuneration is stead- 
fly increased, often till $60 or even $66 
per week is reached. 

The man who possesses business sense, 
tact and the ability to make friends and 
acquaintances easily may do well in time 
by opening a public accourtant’s office 
of his own and so go into business for 
himself. His capacity for earning a 
large income wfll here depend solely

WAS able to help Greece in her war 
| for freedom through my love of the 

wireless. For the past two years I 
have had a station of my own in the 
rear of my home at 206 East Fourteenth 
street. There I became so expert that 
I could receive messages from a distance 
of 1800 miles. Then I went to the wire- 
less school at 29 Cliff street, New York, 
where after two months’ study I took an 
examination for a first-class operator’s 
license at the Brooklyn Navy Yard. 
I was given a Government license Nov. 
l& last. The very next afternoon I went 
to Chief Operator B. T. Edwards of the 
Marcon! traffic office and asked if he 
could assign me to a ship sailing for 
Greece. 
“Can you speak Greek?” he asked. 
I told him I could. 
‘You are the fellow I’m looking for!” 
he said. ‘The Greek steamer Themis- 
tocles i¢ at pier No. 8%, South Brooklyn, 
and she needs an operator. She’s sail- 
ing tomorrow morning.” 
Mr. Edwards gave me a letter of iden- 
tification to Capt. Nicholas Goulandris 
of the Themistocles. She sailed the next 
morning for Piraeus, Greece. Her cabins 
and steerage were crowded with Amer 
ican Greeks who were going home to 
serve as volunteers in the war. 
On the way across the Atinntic I had 
my receivers glued to my ears night and 
day, talking to other ships, listening for 
facts about the war. The first big news 
came from the wireless station at Malta, 
in the Mediterranean. The operator there 
told me that the Greek troops were driv- 
ing the Turks back and that Lieut. Vol- 
sis had taken a torpedo boat, gone into 
Salonica and blown up @ battleship. I 
rushed out on deck with this news. 
The Captain blew the ship's big whis- 
tles, the men cheered, shot off thefr 
guns and pistols and toasted tn 
wine. 


When the Themistocles got to the port 
of Piraeus the volunteers aboard rushed 
off to join the army. The ship was 
armed with American four-inch guns 
and turned into a cruiser and transport. 
As there were but very few wireless 
operators to be had in Greece, but two 
stations being in operation on the whole 
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in irons, awaiting execution by

diers to take part in the general army 
and fleet movement on Fort Karam- 
pourou, which, with 2,000 Turkish sol- 
diers and 2% armored guns, held the city 
of Salonica. 

I continued on ships transporting 
troops to Salonica until the terrible fort 
and that city were taken. Then this city 
became one of the bases of operation 
for Grecian and Servian troops. The 
fullest confidence was placed in me 
and most important dispatches were giv- 
en me to send to the station at Athens 


or to relay to the Greek battleship Av-

eroff, which was stationed outside the 
Dardanelles. For a time I was placed 
on the Greek oruiser Sfacteria and on 
the Qneen‘s yacht Amphitrite. 

Soupos Ordered Shot. 

Christmas day I learned by wireless 
that the Turkish cruiser Homidieh might 
be expected in the Aegean Sea and my 
captain was instructed to keep a sharp 
lookout for her. The Greek cruiser 
Psara, it was stated, had come in pur- 
suit of the Homidieh. One morning the 
Homidieh sighted us and gave us chase. 
As she was quite swift, I called fran- 
tically for help, flinging the call far and 
wide. After shell from the Homidieh 
had nearty sunk us, the Greek ship 
Peara and some torpedo boats chased 
her off. 

We anchored that night at Kerkera 
with the Greek ship Pearéd. A message 
came to me to go aboard the Psara. 
There, her n said to me: “You are 
to be shot. Had you notified me sooner 
by wireless the Homidieh would not 
have escaped."" Then he ordered some 
sailors to put iron on my hands. I tell 
you, those irons looked as big as a steam 
heater to me. In spite of my protests 
I was-dragged away and thrown into the 
ship’s prison. Later that night I wae 


taken out, the trons removed, and I was 


put aboard my ship fn a boat. 

My Captain told me that as soon as he 
found I was being held as a prisoner 
aboard the Psara, he went aboard her 
and upbraided her captain, although his 
superior in rank, with trying to make 
me a victim of Bis own mistake. He} 
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on duty and that, if the Psara had been 
at sea instead of being anchored in a 
safe harbor, she would have captured 
the Turkish vessel. My captain finally 
declared that I wes an officer, entitled 
to trial, and that.if shot he would see 
justice done at any cost. 

He so frightened the captain of the 
Psara that no more was said to me 
about the escape of the Homidieh. 


A Bribe Via Wireless. 


The suspicions of the captain of the 
Psara would have deen better founded in 


the case of another operator, however. 
At different times I received suspicious 
messages in which very large sums of 
money were spoken of as recompense 
for information regarding the war. I 
paid no attention to these until one night 
I heard the call letters of my ship given 
strongly. I answered and asked who was 
calling. The message in reply was very 
weak, evidently sent so that it would not 
reach beyond the range of my ship to 
auy others that might be Hstneing. The 
Continental code was used and I was 
told that if I would send out in Conti- 
ental code tnetead of Greek navy code, 
when out of range of Greek stations, any 
important information arrangements 
would be made to pay me well. 

I reported to the captain, who Instruct- 
ed me not to bother with the sender, so

l answered N I L, meaning that I had 
no reply to give. 

But after this I kept a sharp ear for 
eny mesage sent in Continental code in. 
stead of our code and found a Belgian 
cperator on one of the transports at 
Salonica sending out some of his mes- 
sages this way, as I had been Invited to 
do by the Turks. I reported the matter 
and the Belgian, though not shot, was 
put ashore and given transportation 
home. 

During the month of February so 

many complaints were received about 
the atrocious treatment. of defenscless 
Greek women at seacoast cities in Tur- 
key in Asia that the commander of the 
Athenal, a sister ship of :he Themisto- 
cles, on which I was then stationed, 
was ordered to the relief of some of 
these places. I recall the small city 
of Petra in particular, located on the 
island of Mitylene. 
When we arrived, there we were told 
that bands of Turkish outlaws had been 
making periodical descents from the 
mountains upon the city and each time 
they left in their trail unspeakable 
acts of cruelty. One of their favorite 
acts consisted in hewing with their 
knives a huge cross on the breasts of 
the Christian Greek women. As we 
could not spare the men to defend the 
people nor the time to follow the out- 
laws into the mountains, we began tak- 
ing the entire population of more than 
4000 souls on board the Athenal. While 
I was ashore one day a band of the 
mountain men came down and I was 
fortunate enough to help shoot some 
twenty of them. 

When the 490 people were aboard we 
literally had not room to turn. I slept 
on deck and gave my cabin to a mother 
and two very beautiful girls. Their 
father was away at the war. We took 
the people to the isle of Tenedos, off 
the Dardanelles. Such was the enthn- 
silasm for the war I did not hear a single 
murmur from these people about the 
loss of their homes and the hardships 
of beginning Hfe over again upon the 
new island. In free America we cannot 
know how dearly these people love free- 
dom nor understand the sacrifices they 
w..1 make to get It. 

While there were sald to have been 
quite a number of Turkish officers and 
sailors killed, the Greek battleship Ave- 
roff was the only really dangerous look- 
ing vessel I saw In the fight. She ran 
in and out among the Turkish vessels 
and played tag with them as if it were 
a holiday. 

The last few months of the war I 
spent on board the Athenai, which was 
engaged in transporting troops or else 
cruising near the Dardanelles, arresting 
and searching vessels. 

In spite of the constant excitement, 
the bloodshed, the dally risking of one's 
life, I began to long to see New York 
and the folk at home.

KAISER ON WATER 
WAGON, DRINKING 
LEMONADE NOW 


‘Cuts Out’ Alcoholic Beverages 
on Finding He Is More Effi- 
cient Without Them. 


Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch 
and New York World. 
Wilhelm 


BERLIN, Aug. 23.—Kaliser 
has “cut out” alcoholic beverages and, 
to use an Americanism, climbed aboard 
the water wagon. The Kaiser was con- 
verted te teetotallism after experiment- 
ing upon himself as to the effect of ab- 
stinence from all liquors on his capacity 
for work. These tests showed him that 
his general efficiency was increased 
considerably, he says, and now it Is an- 
nounced that he is determined to ab- 
stain from alcoholic stimulants perma- 
nently. 

The Kaiser, some time ago, called for 
the latest statistics on alcoholism in its 
relation to suicide, crime and accidents. 
He studied the figures diligently. He 
found. that even small quantities of 
liquor lessened his own capacity for 
work. With his characteristic impulsive- 
ness, he made up his mind to drink no 
more. His substitute beverage is lem- 
onade. 

Kaiser Wilhelm descants frequently 
now on the value of temperance. Mem- 
bers of his official staff, it is stated, 
touch their wine lightly when in the 
imperial presence. Immoderate drink- 
ing, the Kaiser told members of his 
party on his recent northern cruise, is 
one of the greatest factors in retarding 
the development of nations. 

While he was swearing in the naval 
recTults at Wilhelmshafen recently, the 
Emperor took occasion to deliver a lec- 
ture on teniperance and drank a toast 
in water. He also recently told army 
officers, who asked if there woul be 
any objection if his health were drunk 
in water, that, on the contrary, he 
would be well pleased. 

These facts come out since the Kaiser 
returned from his vacation cruise. Lit- 
tle space is given to them in the news- 
papers for the same reason: perhaps as 
when the Minister of Education of a 
south German state some time ago op- 
posed the establishment of a Good 
Templar lodge on the ground that it 
threatened one of the most important 
industries of Germany. 


PEACE CONGRESS THANKS 
WILSON FOR PEACE STAND 


Against Fortifying Panama 
Canal—Next Meeting Will be 
in Vienna in 1914. 


THE HAGUE, Netherlands, Aug. 23.— 
The twentieth universal peace congress 
held its closing sitting in the Knight 
Hall today. The delegates voted io 
hold the next congress at Vienna, tin 
1914, and it was decided to take to that 
congress the invitation of the Mayor 
of San Francisco to hold the 1915 con- 
gress at San Francisco. 

The peace congress finished its labors 
after recording, a further series of good 
intentions and its appreciation of Pres- 
ident Wilson's attitude toward peace. 
The thanks of the congress were com- 
municated by telegraph to President 
Willson. 

The question of the fortification of 
the Panama canal was brought up by 
«rof. Slayden of Washington and Prof. 
Slocum of Colorado, who succeeded in 
having passed a resolution asking the 
United States Government not Des forti- 
fy the canal. 

In another resolution delegates ex- 
pressed their satisfaction at President 
Wilson's proposal for the submission of 
disputes which could not be settied 
diplomatically for investigation by an 
international committee.
